SKETCHES OF LEADING PERFORMERS, 
HENRY BETTY. 

Having admitted the claims of Macready, 
Vandenhoff, and Phelps as tragedians, we 
think that the subject of the present sketch 
may fairly rank next, as a sterling and ar- 
tistical performer. Nor has Henry Betty 
yet had anfopportunity of displaying all his 
resources. e speak of him, however, as 
we,have seen him at the Olympic, Covent 
Garden, Surrey, Queens, and Standard 
theatres. Betty is an artist whose elaborate 
study is visible in all his performances. He 
is not a physical actor, like Scott and For- 
rest, nor is he a purely ideal one, like Mac- 
cready. {Neither can we include him in the 
same category with Charles Kemble, Van- 
denhoff, Brooke, Wallack, &c. Perhaps 
Henry Marston, ‘though carrving a lighter 
weight of metal, is more in the same school 
of art; and we esteem Betty about as much 
superior to Marston, as that sensible actor 
is to those immediately below him. Mac- 
ready being gone, can any one save Vanden- 
hoff, excel Betty as a tragedian? We know 


that Phelps may do sogin a few parts, and 


he has more life and versatility; but in 
Macbeth, Othello, Richard, and Shylock, 
Betty at least is his equal. 

Norfdid; Phelps stand higher;than"Betty 
does at the same age, though it is possible 
he may take the second place nuw that 
Macready is about to resign the sceptre. 
Charles Kean is certainly a performer of 
less talent than either of them; and Cres- 
wick and Bennett, hardly display so much 
sustained power. Betty’s'voice is’ some- 
times deficient in music, and the intonation 
becomes thick: but he has genuine feeling, 
clear conception, and passion. His pathos 


in William Tell is excellent, and he is never 
deficient in dignity and perception of the 
heroic. We believe the best parts he has 
not played in London, are Richelieu, Lear, 
and King John. His stage business is good, 
his elocution careful, and free from the 
mannerism of the Macready school, and his 
appearance greatly in his favour. Henry 
Betty is very like his father in his style, 
and a little in person. He is about thirty 
years of age, five feet eleven in height, and 
well proportioned. His Macbeth is his 
best Shaksperian character, and but little 
inferior in talent to tbe brilliant Othello of 
Brooke as it was some time ago.

HAYMARKET. 

So much has been written on Mr. Mac- 
ready’s performances, that to dwell now on 
the beauties of any of his characters would 
be but a work of supererogation. When he 
appears in Richard the Second, we shall pro- 
bably enter in detail; for in addition to the 
leading character having so powerful a sup- 
porter, the cast will inelude the great second- 
ary talent this company possesses. In 
secondary artistes, the Haymarket has much 
strength as the names of Davenport, 
Cooper, Howe, Stuart, Kec., form a pha- 
lanx unapproached. We do not recoilect 
any cast of the Merchant of Venice so pow- 
erful, as on Macready’s first performance of 
Shylock. That of Richelieu was almost as 
good ; in fact, Davenpcrt’s De Manporat ; 
Howe’s Barradas, and Stuart’s King, were 
everything to be desired. Julius Cesar is 
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another instance of Mr. Webster’s effective 
generalship. 


PRINCESSES, 


The new play of the “Templar,” con- 
tinues to increase in attraction, all the fine 
dramatic points come out now with improved 
effect, and the applause bestowed upon 
them by numerous and attentive audiences, 
every night attests the interest which the 
play has created in the puhlic mind. The 
proud old De la Marche, pourtrayed by Mr. 
Charles Kean, is a fine portrait of a noble 
mind suffering misfortune with dignity. The 
inward struggle before he can bring himself 
to bend the knee to the proud Templar 
who has destroyed his home, wife, and chil- 
dren, was revealed in every look and ges- 
ture. A clever farce has been produced 
since our last, entitled “Betsy Baker.’’ 
Mr. and Mrs. Keeley were the life and soul 
of the, piece; the former pourtrayed the 
struggle between his duty and his inclina- 
tion with great humour; his resolution to be 
firm and not yield to the seductions of the 

oung laundress, while his morality is melt- 
ing fast away, is inimitably comic. Nothing 
could be more natural than Mrs. Keeley’s 
hesitation between the greengrocery shop 
and the dangerous part she is required to 
play. Her indignation when she peremp- 
torily cuts the matter short, and desires 
Crummey to “give me my fattens,” gra- 
dually softening as the prospective advan- 
tages of the “shop” are expatiated upon, 
until she concludes the treaty with a “ Well 
then, keep the pattens,” was an inimitable 
piece of acting. The farce would bear com- 
pression with advantage. It was warmly 
applauded, and the curtain was raised a 
second time after it had descended, in ac- 
knowledgment of the favourable verdict of 
the audience. 

ADELPHI. 

To use a theatrical phrase, quite a hit 
was made here on Monday night in a new 
domestic drama, in three acts, by two pop- 
ular authors, was produced, entitled Jessy 
Gray. It is a piece of great interest, and 
all the incidents are such as might occur in 
common life, but they are so cleverly inter- 
woven that it becomes more and more inte- 
resting -at the conclusion of each act, al- 
though it eads rather abruptly. The cha- 
racters consist of a baronet, Sir R. Harcille, 
Mir. Hughes; his nephew, Mr. Boyce, who 





loves an orphan disliked by his uncle ; Capt. 
Windham, C. J. Smith, in the pay of the 
said baronet, and who does many dirty 
things ; Doctor Gray, Mr. 0. Smith, who 
does many good things, quite opposite to 
the characters he generally takes. Jukes 
his assistant, Mr. Honey, who is occasion- 
ally getting into trouble byjmaking love to 
Miss Fitzwilliam, a milliner, instead of at- 
tending to the mixing of the medicines. 
Octavius Chester, Mr. P. Bedford, professor 
of poses plastiques, who is a runaway hus- 
band, and who was recommended by 12 
honest gentlemen in the Old Bailey, to be 
sent into a warmer country for the benefit 
of his health. Jessy Gray, Madame Celeste, 
an orphan, born in- Paris, and adopted by 
Dr. Gray, and who goes through a world of 
difficulties, but reaches the right haven at 
last. Such are the characters that make up 
this piece.. The acting of Celeste is remark- 
able for the purity of its style and pathos. 
Scarcely a dry eye was to be seen in the 
theatre during some perts of her perform- 
ance. QO. Smith is entitled to great credit 
for his manly and unaffected manner. P. 
Bedford was capital, and shewed he could 
please an audience, independent of acting 
with Wright, but the great card of the 
evening was Mr. G. Honey, who kept the 
house in one continued roar of laughter. His 
acting is truly legitimate, and free from 
vulgarity or grimace. We were always of 
opinion this actor would surprise the town, 
if he had a decent part to play, and so he 
has proved. He was called before the cur- 
tain most enthusiastically, and Celeste and 
the others were summoned to the same fate. 
The piece will become a great favorite. 


STRAND, 


This unfortunate theatre is again closed ; 
in this instance, a direct order from the 
Chamberlain has accomplished the undesi- 
rable event. It is very rare that the power 

ssessed by this functionary is exercised 
in sO unceremonious a manner, and we are, 
therefore compelled to conclude that strong 
and well-authenticated statements have been 
made to him upon the subject, ere the ex- 
ercise of authority was deemed so essential. 
Various statements are afloat,—some not 
creditable to the late lessee, but we for- 
bear to give them further publicity for the 
present— merely remarking that parties al- 
most entirely destitute of capital, are hardly 
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fitted to become lessees of theatres. Cooper’s 
farce of ‘Shooting the Moon”’ excited roars 
of laughter each night, up to the sudden 
closing of the establishment. 


SADLER’S WELLS. 

The Gamester has formed the principal 
feature at this house this week. The 
Beverley of Mr. Phelps, is too well known 
to require any comment from us. Itisa 
performance which ought not to be over- 
looked by playgoers; as for Miss Glyn, we 
feel assured, there is not an actress on the 
stage, that could give greater effect to the 
part than this talented lady—the Jervase 
of Mr. Graham was a fine specimen of the 
feeble but affectionate old steward. The 
Duchess of Malfi, will be revived to night, 
with all the talent the theatre possesses and 
splendid and appropriate scenery. 


ROYAL STANDARD. 

“ Black-Eyed Susan,” and other well- 
known dramas have been revived; but there 
has been nothing performed requiring an 
extended notice. new piece, called The 
Cripple of the Clink, from the pen of T. 
Townsend, Esq., has however been produced 
with considerable effect and great applause. 
A ridiculous statement, respecting the en- 
gagement of some Mr. Rice, emanating 
from the pen (apparently) of some obscure 

rovincial actor, has appeared since our 
fast in the Sunday papers—but it is not in 
the least ealeclensll to affect the reputation 
of Mr. Douglass, who is well known, by all 
who are acquainted with him, to be one of 
the most honorable gentlemen connected 
with the English stage. 


BRITANNIA SALOON. 

Another historical drama has been pro- 
duced here with a fair share of success. The 
doings of the rebel Jack Cade is the subject 
chosen by the dramatist. Great attention 
has been used in getting it up, and the 
manner in which it has been placed upon 
the stage is very creditable to the lessee. 
The dresses, properties, &c., are very beau- 
tiful and appropriate, end the piece is sup- 
ported by the principal members of the 
company, who make the most of their parts, 
and cause it to go off with considerable 


‘eclat. The Black Ductor has been the

Goves Srreet Institution. — The 
best amateur performance that has taken 
place since the palmy days of old Pym, 
who was the former proprietor of this es- 
tablishment, took place on Friday last. 
The first piece in the: bill, was ‘“ Faint 
Heart never Won Fair Lady.” The young 
lady Miss Rock, who was to have played 
Leonora, was taken unwell, which rather 
marred the acting of the piece. However, 
the other characters were done credit to, 
particularly Charles the Second, sustained 
by Miss Jenny Marsh. We must repeat, 
that comedy is the forte of this rising young 
actress, it is not in her nature to be serious, 
and when she does attempt it, she spoils her 
pretty face ; she looked the part and played it 
with a bouyancy and freshness quite charm- 
ing: the other characters were respectably 
done, The next piece was the amusing one 
“Charles the Twelfth,” and we may re- 
mark, that is was acted in a manner that 
quite surprised us. Mr. F. J. Carter as 
Adam Brock, ought to be ranked amongst 
the best comic performers of the present 
day, either as an amateur, or at a regular 
theatre. It was played so easy and had 
so much point an jollit about it, that it 
appeared the real thing the author intended 
it; it was altogether so natural, that there 
was no appearance of acting. He was well 
rewarded by continued laughter, and well 
merited applause. Then there was his 
brother Mr. W. Carter, in the part of 
Muddlework, who was everything that could 
be wished for. Lis making up forthe charac- 
ter was capital and his comic physique droll 
inthe extreme. His acting was equal to 
Harley or Buckstone, but quite original, for 
he was not a copy of any actor we remember. 
The audience relished his efforts by frequeat 
applause which he was well worthy of.

teur made him rather too stately, but it 
was creditably acted as a whole.

[ jnstance, no others wore allowed to play Shvks- 

pere’s Plays ; but an Act of Parliament passed 
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obliged to apply annually for a Licence, having 
Acts of Parliament. All other theatres are 
obliged to have a Licence annually granted by the 
Lord Chamberlain, and every theatre in his juris- 
diction is under his controul, and he has the power 
to stop any piece he may consider to be immoral, 
or otherwise. This power is vested in the magis- 
trates in the country. The License for a Theatre 
varies in amount; the average is about 61. the cost 
of a patent is quite uncertain, it entirely depends 
on circumstances, 
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about 8 years ago, to give all theatres this 
privilege,

THE STAGE, 

Habits of introversion are of high impor- 
tance, and are frequently the means of dis- 
covering to us much truth in mental philo- 
sophy, which otherwise would have remained 
in darkness. Too frequently the minds of 
men are almost exclusively employed on 
matters external to themselves, and instead 
of “buying the truth” by reflection and 
self-examination, the most asinine utter- 
ances are taken upon ¢rust, and held with a 
tenacity which ought to be the result only 
of “confirmations strong.”’ 

Whoever will examine the texture of his 
mind, will find that he requires relaxation 
and amusement. Our Creator never in- 
tended us to be everlastingly toiling for the 
bread that perisheth. He has endowed us 
with faculties which imperiously demand 
divergence from the monotony of every-day 
business, and which enable us to appreciate 
and admire the scintillations of genius and 
wit. We are-not mere automata. Man was 
made to laugh. His faculty of wit origin- 
ates, and seeks the ludicrous, and the higher 
powers of his nature aspire to* reach the 
alpine glories of imagination. 

It is also an indubitable truth, that to ex- 
cite the mind agreeably is promotive of phy- 
sical health. We have many proofs of this, 
and also facts which clearly demonstrate the 
prejudicialness of asceticism. To “ rejoice 
and be glad” is an exhortation of Scripture 


and the philosophy of the preservation of 
The theatres named above, are not | 


health 
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Now, we contend that the stage is emi- 
nently adapted to supply amusement, ample 
and congenial, to the mind of man. It 
strikes many strings in the soul. Its elo- 
cution is of a high order; its wit is quint- 
essential; its imagination revels amid the 
sheen of the snburbs of Elysium. In a 
word, it gratifies the intellectual and psvcho- 
logical thirstings of man, and paints its 
roses, and adds perfume to its violets, by 
costumal and scenic appropriateness. Then 
why do religionists raise a cry against it? 
Why hold it up before the world with all 
its characters blackened so as to make it 
look like a carouse of demons? Probably 
they do not know, and have no better reason 
for doing so than this most potent one, viz., 
because their grandfathers did the same. 
Many of them will appear in scenes where 
debasing excitement abounds and smile 
blandly thereon. Verily, they strain at 
gnats and swallow camels.

THE LONDON THEATRES, 
PAVILION. 
(Continued from page 409). 

On the aptsing night of the new theatre 
—then first called “The Royalty,” (an 
appellation which it retained until 1810—a 
period of twenty-three years—after which 
it was styled “The East London theatre’) 
the performances were announced as being 
for the benefit of the London Hospital, 
this being one of the many attempts then 
made to evade the licensing difficulty, inas- 
much as it was supposed that as the per- 
formers severally, gave their services, with- 
out fee or reward, the obstacles which 
threatened might be easily overcome. Such 
however, as we have already stafed, was not 
the case. It is worthy of record, the most 
distinguished and popular English singer of 
the present age made his first appearance 
in public on this occasion—we allude of 
course, to Mr. Braham, the universally 





remembered tenor. He was announced in 
the bills of the day as ‘‘ Master Abraham,’ 

and the song he sung was “The Soldier 
Tired :” this was between the two first acts 
of the play.* The house was crammed, 
and although at first symptoms of discon- 
tent were manifested, they speedily disap- 
peared. The most important portion of the 
transactions of the evening was the speech 
made by Mr. Palmer to the audience, in 
which he announced the singular fact “that 
he could not give out another play, for that 
the theatre must be closed after that single 
performance.” At one time we had thought 
of giving our readers this curious effusion 
entire, but the consideration that the state 
of things which produced it, have now 
ceased to exist, induces us to fancy it would 
be scarcely sufficiently interesting at he 
present day to justify usin so doing. In 
the course of the evening, Palmer quoted 
the following lines in reference to himself, 
which he had previously spoken in a pro- 
logue written expressly for bi to deliver at 
the Haymarket theatre on his benefit night. 

For me, whose utmost aim is your delight, 
Accept the humble offering of this night ; 


To please, where’er I be, be still my care, 
At Drury, Haymarket, or Wellclose square, 


The theatre remained closed for a short 
time, when it was again resolved to try the 
uestion. Accordingly, on the 3rd of July, 
the establishment was re-opened with a 
series of pantomimical and musical perform- 
ances, the immediate result of which was, 
that several of the leading actors were forth- 
with committed to prison as “rogues, vaga- 
bonds, and sturdy beggars,” by a neighbour- 
ing justice of the peace. Among them was 
the celebrated clown Delpini: curiously 
enough, it was alleged against him, as the 
principal charge, that he “roared out’’ two 
words in the’ course of the pantomime. The 
two words which consigned poor Delpini to 





* Braham was then in his fourteenth year: this 
little fact may help to decide the, repeated state- 
ments and mis-statements respecting the real age 
of this distinguished vocalist. 

¢ This prologue was written by George Colman 
(father of the author of John Bull), and afterwards 
one of the bitterest opponents of the licensing of 
the Royalty. The inferencedrawn by Palmer from 
the lines quoted was, that Colman first favored, 
and afterwards endeavoured to ruin the new specu- 
lation; and certainly that inference may be drawn 
Colman replied at some length in the papers, but 





not very successfully, 
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® prison, were peculiarly national words, 
and are generally supposed, both here and 
‘on the continent, to be too agreeable to 
English ears, to excite thoughts of a gloomy 
prison : they were “ Roast Beef!” which he 
shouted up to the gallery. They were all 
shortly liberated upon giving bail. In spite 
‘of all these discouraging events, the theatre 
still continued open, and at length the ma- 
gistrates decided upon the step of commit- 
ting the manager himself (Palmer, 2s we 
have already stated, was one of the most 
accomplished and popular actors of the day) 
to prison. Upon this occasion, the follow- 
ing ludicrous circumstance occurred.

MANCHESTER.—Theatre Royal.—The principal 
compositions of the most popular musicel authors 
of the age, have been presented through the week ; 
Der Freischutz and Fra Diavolo, perhaps, being 
the “leaders.” The incantation scene in the wolf's 
glen would realize the most genuine picture of a 
primitive methodist’s notion of the ‘region of brim- 
stone. The huntsmen’s chorus was given with 
exquisite taste, the choristers being in deserved 
repute.
